Council. 


Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  Thirty- fifth 
Annual  Report  on  the  health  and  sanitary  condition  of  the 
district  for  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1921. 

In  accordance  with  instructions  received  from  the 
Ministry  of  Health  I  have  curtailed  some  of  the  matter  usually 
included  in  the  report,  which  is  to  be  considered  as  an  Ordinary 
Report,  and  supplementary  to  the  Report  for  1920  which  is 
regarded  as  a  Survey  Report. 

Reference  to  Table  I.  will  show  that  the  Health  Statistics 
of  Stretford  compare  very  favourably  with  those  for  England 
and  Wales  and  for  the  Great  Towns  and  the  Lesser  Towns. 

The  Birth  Rate  for  the  year  (18.5)  was  much  higher 
than  the  average  (15.8)  for  the  ten  years,  1911-1920. 

The  Infantile  Death  Rate  (56.3),  although  slightly  higher 
than  the  preceding  year,  is  again  very  low. 

From  the  table  of  Infectious  Diseases  it  will  be  seen  there 
was  a  considerable  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  of  Scarlet 
Fever  notified  ;  the  disease  being  prevalent  throughout  the 
year.  The  Death  Rate  from  the  disease,  it  will  be  noticed  in 
Table  I.,  was  in  excess  of  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales.

To  THE  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee. 
Gentlemen, 

1  have  the  honour  to  again  present  to  you  the  Annual 
Report  of  the  work  of  the  Health  Department.  The  report 
deals  with  the  work  done,  during  the  year  1921,  in  connection 
with  the  abatement  of  nuisances. 

House  refuse  removal  is  again  dealt  with  in  the  report. 
From  the  statistics  given  it  will  be  seen  there  have  been  almost 
13,000  more  receptacles  emptied  and  425  more  loads  removed 
than  during  the  preceding  year.  The  number  of  applications 
received  during  the  year  for  refuse  receptacles  to  be  emptied 
was  247,  compared  with  425  during  the  preceding  year.  The 
majority  of  the  applications  received  were  during  the  periods 
when  the  department  was  experiencing  trouble  with  the 
second-hand  motor  lorries  (now  disposed  of)  and  during  the 
coal  strike.  During  the  last  five  months  of  the  year  only  14 
applications  were  received ;  in  this  period  the  department 
purchased  and  brought  into  service  three  one- ton  Ford 
tipping  lorries. 
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By  the  service  of  notice  and  also  by  negotiation,  the 
department  has  secured  the  abolition  of  a  considerable 
number  of  ashpits,  and  in  their  stead  the  provision  of  moveable 
galvanized  iron  dust  bins.  A  statement  of  the  types  of 
refuse  receptacles  in  use  in  the  various  Wards  is  included  in 
the  report. 

Greater  attention  has  been  paid  during  the  year  to  the 
condition  of  the  mamure  steads  in  the  district,  and  to  the 
removal  of  manure  from  the  same. 

More  frequent  visits  have  also  been  paid  to  the  Slaughter¬ 
houses,  Cowsheds  and  Dairies  of  the  district. 

Details  of  the  work  of  the  department  are  given  in  the 
following  pages.

TESTING  OF  DRAINS  AND  SANITARY  FITTINGS. 

During  the  year  the  following  number  of  tests  have  been 
applied  to  the  drains  and  sanitary  fittings  of  old  and  new 
property.

SMOKE  OBSERVATIONS. 

Only  38  smoke  observations  were  taken  during  the  year. 
There  were  no  observations  taken  during  the  period  of  the 
coal  strike  and  for  some  considerable  time  afterwards. 

In  six  instances  the  time  limit  (four  minutes  in  the  hour) 
for  the  emission  of  black  smoke,  fixed  by  the  Health  Com¬ 
mittee,  was  exceeded.  Two  legal  notices  were  served 
respecting  the  emission  of  black  smoke  ;  communications 
were  addressed  to  the  other  offending  firms.  In  no  case  was 
it  necessary  to  institute  legal  proceedings. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  AND  TUBERCULOSIS. 

From  the  statement  in  the  Medical  Officer’s  Report  it 
will  be  seen  that  596  cases  of  infectious  disease  and  107  new 
cases  of  tuberculosis  were  notified  during  the  year.  To  these 
1,087  visits  have  been  made  by  the  staff. 

Notwithstanding  the  hot  summer  experienced,  the 
prevalence  of  Scarlet  Fever,  and  the  fact  that  a  nev/  depot 
was  opened  in  Trafford  Park,  there  was  a  slightly  decreased 
demand  for  disinfecting  fluid  during  the  year  ;  840  gallons 
being  distributed,  compared  to  880  gallons  during  the  preced¬ 
ing  year. 
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DISINFECTION. 

During  the  year  550  rooms  of  houses  in  which  cases  of 
infectious  disease  or  cases  of  tuberculosis  occurred  were 
fumigated,  compared  with  271  and  159  during  the  years  1920 
and  1919  respectively. 

Of  the  rooms  disinfected  350  were  on  account  of  the 
occurrence  of  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever.  The  walls  of  13 1  rooms 
in  which  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  had  been  treated  were  stripped 
of  paper,  and  the  walls  washed  down  with  disinfectant. 

81  rooms  were  disinfected  on  account  of  the  occurrence 
of  cases  of  tuberculosis. 

The  method  of  fumigation  of  rooms  employed  is  chiefly 
by  formalin  gas  generated  in  an  Alformant  lamp. 

376  separate  lots  of  bedding  have  been  disinfected  at  th© 
Depot  in  Empress  Street,  included  in  the  same  were  the

The  total  number  of  articles  dealt  with  was  5,705.  The 
number  of  articles  dealt  with  during  the  previous  year  was 
2,763. 

No  complaint  has  been  received  of  any  article  being 
damaged  in  the  process  of  disinfection. 

The  conversion  of  the  bedding  van  from  horse-drawn  to 
motor  has  been  of  great  assistance  during  the  latter  portion 
of  the  year,  in  dealing  with  the  large  number  of  articles 
disinfected. 


FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACTS. 

69  samples  were  purchased  by  Officers  of  the  Health 
Department  during  the  year  and  were  submitted  to  the  County 
Analyst  for  analysis. 

49  of  the  samples  v/ere  of  milk  ;  of  this  number  37  were 
taken  in  course  of  delivery  from  the  farmer  to  the  local 
retailer. 

All  samples  with  the  exception  of  two  of  milk  were 
certified  to  be  genuine — one  of  these  was  deficient  in  non¬ 
fatty  solids  (8.35%),  whilst  the  other  contained  2.95%  of 
fat.  The  vendors  of  these  samples  were  warned,  on  the 
instructions  of  the  Committee.  Seven  of  the  samples  of  milk, 
although  genuine,  were  found  to  contain  traces  of  cow  dung, 
the  vendors  of  these  samples  were  warned  that  proceedings 
would  be  instituted  against  them  for  future  offences.

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FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACTS — Continued. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  nine  samples  of  milk  were  taken 
from  the  local  farms  and  were  submitted  to  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory,  York  Place,  Manchester,  for  bacteriological  exam¬ 
ination.  In  no  case  was  tubercle  bacilli  found  to  be  present. 

Samples  of  the  water  from  3  wells  in  the  district  were 
taken  twice  during  the  year,  and  were  submitted  for  chemical 
analysis  and  for  bacteriological  examination. 

Following  the  practice  of  previous  years,  I  have  included 
a  statement  of  the  number  of  samples  obtained  by  the  County 
Police  and  submitted  for  analysis  under  the  Food  and  Drugs 
Act. 

The  statement  has  been  supplied  by  Mr.  Yates,  the  local 
Superintendent  of  Police.

COWSHEDS,  DAIRIES  AND  MILKSHOPS. 


On  the  register  there  are  140  Dairymen  and  Purveyors  of 
Milk  ;  in  addition  there  are  8  Cowkeepers  resident  in  the 
district  and  there  are  in  use  14  cowsheds. 

To  the  cowsheds  and  dairies  situate  in  the  district  117 
visits  have  been  made  during  the  year. 

The  cowsheds  are  of  good  construction,  and  as  a  rule 
kept  in  a  clean  condition  and  regularly  limewashed.  In  only 
one  instance  has  it  been  necessary  to  serve  a  notice  requiring 
the  cleansing  and  limewashing  of  a  dairy. 


MANURE  STEADS. 

161  visits  were  made  to  manure  steads  during  the  year. 
As  a  result  4  notices  were  served  on  the  owners  or  occupiers 
requiring  structural  alterations,  and  11  notices  were  served 
to  remove  accumulations  of  manure.  In  other  instances  the 
removal  of  the  manure  has  been  secured  by  the  Inspectors 
drawing  the  owners  attention  to  such  requirement. 


SLAUGHTER-HOUSES. 

To  the  5  slaughter-houses  in  the  district  182  visits  have 
been  made.  Little  slaughtering  has  taken  place  again  during 
the  year.  The  premises,  as  a  rule,  have  been  well  kept  and 
are  very  clean.  Limewashing  has  been  regularly  carried  out. 

One  pig's  head  was  found  affected  with  tuberculosis, 
and  subsequently  condemned  by  order  of  a  Justice  of  the 
Peace. 


BAKEHOUSES. 

There  are  46  bakehouses  in  the  district,  to  which  65  visits 
have  been  made.  It  has  not  been  found  necessary  to  serve 
any  notices  respecting  bakehouses  during  the  year.

FACTORIES  AND  WORKSHOPS. 

41  visits  have  been  made  to  factories  and  workshop 
in  the  district. 

4  notices  have  been  served  during  the  year  respecting 
such  premises,  and  the  following  work  has  been  carried  out  : —

Six  notices  have  been  received  from  H.M.  Inspector  of 
Factories  calling  attention  to  insanitary  conditions  existing 
in  factories  and  workshops  in  the  district.  The  matters 
referred  to  have  been  dealt  with  and  the  conditions  complained 
of  removed. 


SHOPS  ACTS. 

1,942  visits  have  been  made  to  the  various  shops  in  the 
district  to  observe  and  secure  compliance  with  the  Shops  Acts 
of  1912  and  1913,  and  the  various  Orders  made  under  those 
Acts,  also  of  the  Shops  (Early  Closing)  Act.  Five  shopkeepers 
have  been  warned  for  contravening  these  Acts. 


PETROLEUM  ACTS. 

80  licenses  to  store  petroleum  or  the  products  of  petroleum 
were  granted,  as  compared  with  62  in  the  previous  year. 

12  licenses  to  store  carbide  of  calcium  were  granted, 
compared  with  10  issued  in  the  previous  year. 


INCREASE  OF  RENT  AND  MORTGAGE  INTEREST 
(RESTRICTIONS)  ACT,  1920. 

8  applications  for  certificates  under  the  above  Act  were 
received.  Inspection  was  made  in  each  instance  and  7 
certificates  were  issued. 
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REFUSE  REMOVAL. 

The  second-hand  motor  vehicles  complained  of  in  my 
last  report  were  disposed  of  about  the  middle  of  the  year  and 
in  their  stead  three  one- ton  "  Ford  ”  tipping  lorries  were 
purchased.  The  Department  has  in  service  at  the  present 
time  one  two- ton  ‘Xommer”  lorry,  and  three  one- ton  "Ford’' 
lorries.  The  Department  has  also  seven  horse-drawn  vehicles 
in  service,  and  prior  to  the  adoption  of  motor  transport, 
employed  thirteen  horses  and  carts.  If  mechanical  traction 
had  not  been  introduced,  to-day’s  requirements  would  have 
necessitated  at  least  fifteen  horse  vehicles. 

The  following  three  tables  deal  with  the  removal  and 
disposal  of  house  refuse. 

From  the  first  of  the  three  tables  it  will  be  seen  that  there 
has  been  an  increase  over  the  preceding  year  in  the  number 
of  the  various  types  of  receptacles  emptied,  totalling  almost 
13,000.  For  comparison  the  figures  for  the  year  1920  are 
set  out  below  those  for  1921. 

Pail  closets  have  been  emptied  on  the  average  60  times 
each  during  the  year,  compared  to  40  during  the  preceding 
year. 

Ashpits  have  been  emptied  on  the  average  11  times 
during  the  year,  or  once  in  every  4J  weeks,  compared  to  once 
in  every  6|  weeks  during  the  year  1920. 

Whilst  dust  bins  have  been  emptied  almost  weekly,  the 
average  being  44.5  times  each  bin. 

In  the  second  of  the  three  tables  it  will  be  seen  that 
10,418  loads  of  domestic  refuse  have  been  dealt  with  during 
the  year,  this  is  an  increase  of  425  loads. 

Again,  assuming  the  average  weight  of  a  load  to  be  25 
cwts.,  the  Department  has  dealt  with  13,022  tons  of  refuse. 
With  a  population  (estimated)  of  47,030,  this  equals  5  cwts. 
2  qrs.  per  person  per  annum.  During  the  year  1920  the 
average  was  5  cwts.  1  qr. 
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In  the  report  for  the  year  1920,  I  gave  a  statement 
showing  how  the  cost  of  collection,  per  load  and  per  ton,  of 
domestic  refuse  had  increased  during  the  ten  years,  1911-1920. 
I  am  pleased  to  report  that  during  the  year  1921  there  is  a 
decrease  in  the  collection,  the  figures  being  ; —

Of  the  refuse  collected,  4,100  loads  were 

dealt  with  at  the 

Empress  Street  Destructor  Works,  and  apart  from  102  loads 
(from  the  pail  closets  on  Trafford  Wharf)  which  were  taken 
to  a  farm,  the  remainder  were  disposed  of  by  tipping  on  the 
outskirts  of  the  village. 

The  clinker  resulting  from  the  burning  of  the  refuse  at 
the  Destructor  Works  not  being  utilised  had  also  to  be 
disposed  of  by  tipping  at  various  places  within  the  district  ; 
1,248  loads  being  thus  dealt  with.  293  of  the  302  loads  of 
fine  dust  from  the  refuse  have  been  removed  from  the 
Destructor  Works  and  spread  over  the  refuse  deposited  at 
the  tip.”  The  “  tip  ”  is  then  covered  over  with  soil  to  the 
depth  of  one  foot.  25  loads  of  brick-bats,  broken  pots,  etc. 
(sorted  out  from  the  refuse  at  the  Destructor  Works)  have 
been  deposited  at  tips  vdthin  the  district. 

The  cost  of  disposal  of  the  4,100  loads  dealt  with  at  the 
Destructor  Works  (including  £432  7s.  3d.  for  carting  of 
clinkers,  flue  dust  and  brick-bats),  amounted  to  £2,207  7s.  Id., 
equal  to  10/9  per  load  or  8/7 J  per  ton,  compared  with  10 /7J 
per  load  and  8/6  per  ton  during  the  year  1920. 

The  total  cost  of  collection  and  disposal  of  all  refuse, 
excluding  cost  of  supervision,  amounted  to  £9,018  13s.  lOd. 
This  is  equal  to  17/9f  per  house  per  annum,  and  4/l|  per 
person  per  annum,  and  is  equal  to  a  4.97d.  rate. 
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REFUSE  REMOVAL — continued. 

There  being  no  market,  waste  paper  has  not  being  picked 
out  from  the  refuse. 

18s.  5d.  was  received  from  the  sale  of  tins,  glass, 
bottles,  and  light  iron. 

During  the  major  portion  of  the  year  the  tins  and  light 
iron  were  given  away. 

In  connection  with  the  removal  of  trade  refuse,  which  was 
undertaken  by  the  Council  some  years  ago,  1,406  bins  and  11 
loads  of  such  refuse  have  been  removed  and  disposed  of, 
also  29  tons  15  cwts.  of  refuse  have  been  received  at  the 
Destructor  for  disposal.  In  July,  the  Committee  increased 
the  charge  for  dealing  with  trade  refuse  to  6d.  per  bin  or  12/- 
per  load ;  for  destroying  refuse  taken  to  the  depot  a  charge 
of  3d.  per  cwt.  is  now  made.  The  revenue  from  this  source 
was  £29  18s.  8d.
